Megan McBrearty is married with kids, in her 
late 30s, works as a mortgage broker, lives in 
Bartlett. And when she was 14 or so, in the 
late 1980s, she loved the New Kids on the 
Block sooo much. SO. MUCH. 

Her bedroom was overstuffed with New 
Kids tchotchkes, wallpapered with the non- 
threatening magnetism of Joey and Jordan and 
Donnie and Jonathan. And even Danny This 
was way back when, before the Backstreet 
Boys and the Bieber— before Blockheads be- 
gan calling the NKOTB the “NKOTB.” 

Megan loved them so much she made them 
pancakes. 

“I made a pancake for each New Kid,” she 
explained bashfully “Then I put their initials 
on the pancakes, personalizing each pancake. 
Then I put the pancakes on my mother’s good 
china and boxed it up with her silverware and 
some syrup and mailed it to the New Kids on 
the Block Fan Club. And she was not happy” 

NKOTB, who were synonymous with teen 
pop in the late ’80s, in May opened their 
summer tour with the Backstreet Boys, who 
were impossible to avoid from roughly 1997 
to 2000. NKOTBSB, as the combined super- 
group calls itself, returns to Chicago on June 
17 and 18 for two shows at the United Center. 

Fandom makes people do crazy things. 
Like attend a NKOTBSB concert in 2011. 
Or pay for backstage access, years after these 
groups burned red-hot. That’s not surprising, 
though. Neither is the inevitable nostalgia for 
NKOTB and BSB. Or that BSB can still pull

off white satin suits. It’s not even surprising 
there’s still an audience hanging tough with 
NKOTB and BSB— combined, they’ve sold 
more than 300 million albums. 

What’s surprising is the lasting intensity of 
that bond between fan and boy band. “People 
laugh at me,” said Keisha Middleton, 28. “My 
family laughs at me. Some people are support- 
ive, but most go, ‘Really? Still?’ So I’m like, 
‘Still.’ I don’t care.” 

As Ed Hirt, a professor in the psychologi- 


cal and brain sciences department at Indiana 
University who studies fan behavior, puts it: 
“There’s a period of time when you have hall- 
mark moments in life. These become like first 
loves. So of course you want to go back and re- 
live that time, when things were simpler. For 
many these moments happen when they’re 
teenagers and get drivers licenses and experi- 
ence a little freedom. For others, these mo- 
ments are earlier, though the need to rejoin 
them later is no less powerful.”

percent from 2000-10, when including the cat- 
egory “Hispanic” as a race. Though the num- 
ber of multiracial residents in Chicago is down 
nearly 24 percent compared with a decade 
ago, Saville is part of a burgeoning multiracial 
group here— Chicagoans who consider them- 
selves to be both white and Asian grew nearly 
72 percent during the past decade, according 
to recently released census data. 

This group, about 11,600 residents, is the 
most populous biracial group in Chicago, 
surpassing the group of people who consider 
themselves both white and African-American 
by almost 3,000 residents. (On the census 
form, “Hispanic” is categorized separately 
from race, so RedEye did not focus on that 
group for this article.) 

Dominic Pacyga, a Columbia College his- 
tory professor who has studied immigration, 
and racial and ethnic relations, attributed the 
increase to a rise in interracial marriages be- 
tween whites and Asians, which has grown as 
anti-Asian racism has subsided. 

A Pew Research Center study of U.S. mar- 
riages in 2008 found nearly 15 percent of new 
marriages are interracial or interethnic. (In 
Illinois, that number was slightly lower at 
13 percent.) 

Of the 3.8 million adults who married in 
2008, 31 percent of Asians, 26 percent of His- 
panics, 16 percent of blacks and 9 percent of 
whites married someone whose race or eth- 
nicity differed from their own, according to 
the Pew study 

Saville said growing up in Carbondale, 
“people weren’t so sure what to place me as,” 
and confused her for being Hispanic or Medi- 
terranean. 

She said since she started working for the 
Uptown-based Asian American Institute, 
which tries to empower the Asian-American 
community through advocacy, she’s had sev- 
eral conversations with her co-workers about 
what it’s like “being Asian.” 

Saville said she hasn’t experienced much 
racism, though there are a few stereotypes 
she can’t shake. 

The perception “for Asian popula- 
tions, is they do things well and they 
don’t speak up a lot,” said Saville, 
who lives in West Town. “Just 
naturally I take after my dad. 
I’m a calmer and more laid- 
back person. People would at- 
tribute it to my Asian heritage 
sometimes.” 

Saville said her mother’s 
parents were bewildered at 
first that her mom chose to 
marry an American, but now 
her grandparents welcome her 
dad as one of their own, includ- 
ing giving him a Chinese name.

When she was a teenager, Alisha Saville had 
trouble defining herself 

As she applied to colleges, she had to mark 
her race on applications and often didn’t fit in 
any box. 

“I never knew what to put down. Some- 
times I would leave it blank,” said Saville, 
whose mother is Taiwanese and father is 
white. “I would never put down Caucasian. 
That’s denying half my heritage.” 

Saville, 23, had a much easier time last year 
filling out her census form. She was able to 
check a box denoting she is both white and 
Asian. 

“I thought it was cool that at least I’m able 
to publicly, on a national form, self-identify as 
both,” Saville said. “There’s so many people 
who fall into that category”

Institute, and whose father is Japanese and 
mother is white, said she sees interracial mar- 
riage “becoming more of an OK thing.” 

Tsuruda, 23, said part of the reason the 
Asian side of her family has no problem with 
her having a white mother is because her Japa- 
nese family has been in the U.S. since before 
World War II. 


But, she said, growing up in Northbrook, 
people occasionally would stare at her when 
she ran errands with her mother, who has 
blond hair and blue eyes. 

“There were people who would look at us 
weird,” said Tsuruda, who has black hair and 
brown eyes. “They’d ask my mother, ‘What 
country did you adopt her from?’ And she’d 


be Hke, Are you serious? That’s my child.’ ” 
Tsuruda, who identifies herself as a fifth- 
generation Asian-American, said it “happens 
all the time that people aren’t exactly sure 
about what my race is.” Tsuruda said people 
have mistaken her to be Chinese or Korean 
and one of her brothers to be Hispanic. 

Still, Tsuruda said she rarely runs into major 


problems because she’s biracial but like her 
co-worker Saville, she’s struggled with defin- 
ing her race on important forms. Ultimately, 
she chose the “Asian” box on her college ap- 
plications. 

“It feels nice that I can now choose both,” 
Tsuruda said.

He’s official: 
Aldermen 
approve McCarthy 

Garry McCarthy’s com- 
ments about the Near 
North Side attacks came 
Wednesday after aldermen 
approved his nomination 
as police superintendent 
without dissent. The attacks 
were a conversation topic. 

Aid. Brendan Reilly, whose 
42nd Ward encompasses 
the territory where the at- 
tacks took place, said police 
in his district have told him 
robberies are up 10 percent 
compared with this time 
last year. 

“I am looking forward to 
receiving a detailed plan on 
how they are going to bring 
the appropriate resources 
to bear to solve this imme- 
diately,” Reilly said. 

Additional police visibil- 
ity is important, said Aid. 

Will Burns (4th), but the 
city does not need to panic 
about the recent uptick in 
crime downtown. Police 
need to determine whether 
the incidents of the past 
few weeks are random or 
part of a broader pattern of 
organized criminal activity. 
Burns said. 

“It can become a racial 
issue if there’s a dispropor- 
tional response,” Burns said. 
“In my ward, [crime] doesn’t 
get the same attention as 
downtown.” tribune 


More cops for Mag Mile 


City plans ‘marginal’ uptick 
in security on Near North 
Side after spate of attacks

Mayor Emanuel and newly confirmed police Su- 
perintendent Garry McCarthy said Wednesday 
they’re adding a “marginal” number of officers 
to the Near North Side to combat a spate of vio- 
lence, even as they questioned the media’s cover- 
age of the attacks. 

McCarthy cautioned reporters about charac- 
terizing crimes correctly, pointing to the differ- 
ences between shoplifting, robbery and criminal 
mischief And the mayor suggested journalists be 
more judicious in using the term “flash mob.” 

“We have to be sensitive to what it conjures 
up,” Emanuel said. 


But the administration has played a role in cre- 
ating the ongoing frenzy Authorities slapped a 
mob action charge on some of the youths arrested 
in the attacks. And McCarthy has pushed “flash 
mob” into the Chicago crime vernacular since he 
arrived in May 

Still, the quick series of attacks in affluent areas 
previously considered safe has created a cycle in 
which rising media attention fuels public fears and 
each new incident is viewed through that prism. 

Eor example, on Tuesday evening, two teens 
were mugged in the downtown area, and some 
news outlets quoted witnesses and sources say- 
ing another mob attack had occurred. Interviews 
with police and the victims show that Tuesday’s 
incident appeared to be a mugging that escalated 
when teens who were robbed chased the suspects, 
pushed one of them, and then got attacked them- 
selves, according to one of the teen’s accounts. 


In an incident Wednesday, a group of at least 
four people beat a male victim and stole his wal- 
let and iPhone near the CTA Brown Line stop on 
Chicago Avenue, police said. That victim was in 
serious condition. 

Wednesday marked the first time city officials 
discussed a plan to increase police presence along 
the Magnificent Mile. 

The department is using detectives, and patrol 
and gang unit officers, McCarthy said. Officers 
also will be posted at “choke points” around trans- 
portation hubs. 

Officers will not engage in racial profiling, Mc- 
Carthy said, but will “behaviorally profile.” That 
means groups of five or more teens who are loud 
or taunting people, he said. 

“It’s not about the way someone looks,” Mc- 
Carthy said. “It’s their behavior, that’s what we’re 
working with.” 


Guardian Angels 
announce 
downtown patrols 

The Guardian Angels, a 
volunteer CTA patrol group, 
announced Wednesday 
they will start patrolling the 
area near the Chicago Red 
Line stop in the wake of 
downtown attacks. 

The group will start 
patrolling the corner of 
Wabash and Chicago ave- 
nues from 3 p.m.-l a.m., said 
Miguel Fuentes, leader of 
the Chicago chapter of the 
Guardian Angels. 

The patrols will run for 
the “next couple of days or 
weeks if needed,” he said.

Five homicides were recorded in Chicago on 
Monday, making it the deadliest day of the 
year so far, a RedEye analysis of preliminary 
police data found. 

At about 1:50 a.m., a 25-year-old man was 
shot and killed in the 5600 block of South 
May Street in Englewood, police said. 

Approximately 10 minutes later, a 67-year- 
old woman was stabbed to death in the 
5700 block of West Irving Park Road in 
Portage Park, according to officials. 

Hours later, as the police investigated the 
woman’s death, they found her husband, 

73, fatally stabbed in the 3700 block of 
North Kilpatrick Avenue in Portage Park, the 
Tribune reported. 

Meanwhile, a 20-year-old man was shot to 
death Monday morning in the 2400 block of 
East 75th Street in South Shore, police said. 

At about 3:30 p.m., a 48-year-old man was 
fatally shot in the 700 block of South Pulaski 
Road in West Garfield Park, according to 
officials. 

Nov. 13 was the last time Chicago saw five 
homicides in one day, according to RedEye 
data. 

Besides the Monday incidents. West 
Garfield Park and South Shore each saw a 
gunshot homicide Friday. 



City wide, fatal shootings were recorded in 
Austin, Auburn Gresham, Chatham, Chicago 
Lawn, Irving Park, South Lawndale, West 
Englewood and Woodlawn in the past week, 
RedEye found. 

In Brighton Park, a 41-year-old man was 
intentionally hit with his own car last week 
in the 4000 block of South Kedzie Avenue, 
police said. 

Seventeen homicides have been recorded 
so far in June. Police logged 54 homicides in 
June 2010, RedEye found.

Puck protector? 

Hall of Fame calls for preservation of Cup-winning pucks 


STANLEY CUP

A day after the Tribune 
reported the last person 
seen holding the puck 
used last year to cap- 
ture the Blackhawks’ 
first Stanley Cup in 
49 years was a linesman, 
the Hockey Hall of Fame chairman called for the 
NHL to preserve pucks that are in play when the 
championship is won. 

Bill “Red” Hay— a member of the Hawks’ 1961 
Stanley Cup champs — said the NHL needs to act to 
avoid a repeat. 

“The league should step in,” Hay said. “The league 
should determine who is responsible for picking up 
a puck at the end— the puck that wins the Stanley 
Cup. They talk to refs all the time. ... Appoint one 
guy a linesman, to pick up the puck that was used to 
win the Stanley Cup.” 

The rubber disc hasn’t been found since it was 


dug out of the net while the Blackhawks celebrated 
their victory over the Flyers. 

On Tuesday a Tribune article detailed how vet- 
eran linesman Steve Miller had been shown unpub- 
lished Tribune photos clearly showing him holding 
the puck, but he said he couldn’t recall what he did 
with it. 

It was a shift from earlier this year, when he told 
ESPN he never touched the puck. He now says he 
doesn’t know where the puck is. 

The NHLs officiating handbook does not ad- 
dress what is to happen to pucks once games end, 
and no rule prohibits a hockey official from taking 
one. 

Hall of Fame linesman Ray Scapinello said that 
in the 20 Stanley Cup finals he worked, the NHLs 
pregame instructions did not make saving a puck a 
priority 

“It’s bewildering,” Scapinello said. “This isn’t go- 
ing away, believe me. I understand the significance.”

Vegan cassoulet, 
seitan Phillyand 
other bar food finds

In a bar food world of wings, sliders 
and duck fat fries, it can be tricky 
to be vegan or vegetarian. With the 
growing popularity of things like 
“Meatless Mondays,” even self- 
proclaimed carnivores are opting 
to go meat-free every now and 
again. When I saw that Northdown 
Cafe and Taproom in Lakeview 
sported a vegan- and vegetarian- 
friendly menu, I decided to grab 
my healthy-eating sister to see if 
the new spot could make vegan bar 
food work. Check out my take be- 
low, plus three more Chicago spots 
with menus that appeal to even the 
most limiting of diets.

Northdown Cafe and T aproom 

3244 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-697-7578 
The scene: Tucked into a crowded block of Lincoln 
Avenue, we almost walked past the front door while 
trying to find the bar in a downpour. Inside, the sleek 
main bar extends almost the length of the room, 
providing plenty of seating if you just want to catch 
a drink. For parties who need a little more room, ta- 
bles take up the rest of the space in the main room, 
with extra seating in a more cozy dining area tucked 
away in the back. And did I mention the two working 
pinball machines tucked away near the bathroom? 
Excellent addition. 

The drinks: Cheers to another excellent beer list 
popping up in this neighborhood. There was hardly 
a single beer on the list of drafts and bottles that I 
wasn’t interested in. And the price was right, too, 
with Three Floyds Gumballhead and Allagash White 
both on draft for $5. After a few rounds and a full ta- 
ble of food, my party was offered a round of drinks 
on the house-a gesture that’s always remembered. 

The bites: Dishes that can be made vegan are 
marked with a (v) symbol on the menu and it’s 
amazing just how many options there are. The two 
vegetarian dishes we tried actually were the best 
of the meal, with the creamy roasted garlic and 
white bean dip (served with ciabatta toast) and the 
savory vegan cassoulet (a mix of wild mushrooms, 
navy beans, kale and just enough polenta) being 
the most well-seasoned dishes on the table. Other 
vegan options included a seitan Philly, complete 
with vegan cheese sauce, and a roasted spring 
veggie sandwich. Just be sure to save room for 
dessert. One word: pie.

The sci-fi film “Super 8” heads into theaters 
with two of Hollywood’s biggest marquee 
names above its title: writer-director JJ. 
Abrams and producer Steven Spielberg. Yet in 
an era of sequels, spinoffs, book adaptations 
and TV show remakes, the movie stands as an 
anomaly: It’s a wholly original project with no 
A-list actors in starring roles. 

The nature of “Super 8”— and Abrams’ wish 
to preserve its mystery— has forced Para- 
mount Pictures to handle the release with the 
kind of special care typically bestowed on an 
art-house endeavor. The studio announced via 
Twitter on Wednesday that the film, which will 
open nationally Friday, will premiere in about 
325 sneak previews at 12:01 a.m. Thursday 

The hope, executives say is that word of 
mouth will help bolster interest in the story 
of a group of friends who find themselves in 
danger after witnessing a massive train derail- 
ment. 

“The strength of ‘Super 8,’ ” said Rob 


Moore, Paramount’s vice chairman, “is the 
movie’s heart.” 

Heart isn’t typically what sells summer 
tent-pole projects, meaning “Super 8” may of- 
fer the season’s best test of the promise— and 
peril— of word of mouth. 

Audience tracking surveys show that though 
older moviegoers, particularly men, are inter- 
ested in seeing the film, younger ticket buyers 
have been slow so far to warm to the film. In 
other words, people who remember 1979 (and 
the Spielberg films that inform this new mov- 
ie) are more likely to want to see “Super 8.” 

The Spielberg touches are easy to find in 
the film as it follows friends in 1979 Ohio who 
are obsessed with making their own zombie 
movie (their camera uses Super 8 film). The 
kids witness a secret military train’s crash, 
soon followed by mysterious disappearances. 

Abrams, who directed Paramount’s “Star 
Trek” reboot and “Mission: Impossible III,” 
and produced the studio’s alien invasion 
thriller “Cloverfield,” felt strongly that early 


“Super 8” commercials and previews could 
not reveal one of the film’s central twists, al- 
though the studio disagreed. 

“My feeling is that if you show them {the 
moviegoers] everything, they won’t want to 
go see it, so there’s a battle internally,” Abrams 
said recently 


In Paramount’s thinking, the early Thurs- 
day screenings are close enough to the film’s 
real premiere in about 3,000 locations Friday 
to spark ticket-buyer interest without un- 
leashing a wave of plot spoilers. 

“Word of mouth doesn’t take a week any- 
more,” Moore said. “It takes hours.”
